ing up, gitting and qualifying many for 
a Publick Miniſtry, and in the Power and 
Demonſtration of the HOLY SPIRIT, 
ſent them forth to declare the Yay of Life 
and Salvation, whereby wn became I- 
rumental to turn many to Righteouſneſs, 
and for the building up and ſettling his 
Church in the moſt Holy Faith, to their 
Comfort and Edification; of the Number 
of which, this our dear (deceaſed) Friend 
was one, (aud none of the leaſt } whom the 
LORD was pleated to ſend into this 
Nation, to preach the Everlaſting G O- 
SPE L, firſt in the Year 1682. and was 
ſeveral Times here in the Work of the Mi- 
niſtry, before he came to ſettle in this Na- 
tion, which was about the Year 1694. and 
mamany of us can ſay, from a ſenſible Know- 
| ledge we had of his Diligent Labour and 
| Eminent Services in the Work of the G O- 
SPEL, that he was One, whom the 
| LORD gifted with a large Gift in the 
| Miniſtry, and made him Inſtrumental for 
- he QTonvincing of many... 
Hs Doctrine was Sound, Plain, Li- 
"ive, Powerful, and Reaching, trequent]y 
gaattended with a heavenly Sweetnels ; ut 
when he had Drawings on his Spirit to go 
forth in Publick Service, he was careful in 
waiting to know the LOR D's acceptable 
Time,

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Time, in which he. freely gave up, pre- 
ferring Truth's Service betore his own 
_ worldly Concerns ; and when he found his 
Spirit clear of the Service he was engaged 
in, he was careful to return with what Ex- 
pedition he could: He was often divinely 
opened to declare the Myſteries of Life 
aud Salvation, as allo to lay open the My- 
 ftery of Iniquity, and likewiſe to declare 
againſt a falſe Miniſtry, and was made 
. 3 skilful in dividing the Word aright, and 
to feed the Flock in due Seaſon. 
His Miniſtry was Sharp againſt the 
Rebellious, but comfortable and conſolating 
to the Mourners in LI O x, and Babes in 
CHRIST, the LORD richly endued 
him with the Spirit of Prayer and Suppli- 
cation, in which he was often drawn 
forth in great Tenderneſs and Feryency 
of Spirit on behalf of CHRIS T's Church 
and People, alſo for their Off- ſpring ang 
A particular manner; likewiſe in behalf 
„ KINGS and RULERS, and MEN 
in Authority, with Mankind in general. 
[ He was a good Pattern of Plainye/s * 
and Humility, diligent in attending Meet- 
ings for the Worſhip of Almighty G O D, 
and therein to wait for the receiving of 
that heavenly Power, which firſt raiſed 
him up in 4 Living Miniftry, and was 
careful not to miniſter without it; and

though he was an Able and Eminent Mi- 


niſter, choſe to give Way, rather than 


ftand in the Way of any who had a Word 


from the LORD to ſpeak: He was zea- 


lous for the keeping up and mantaining 
the Antient Rules and Diſcipline ſettled 

in the Church in the beginning by our 
faithful Elders, as Inftruments therein, 


adviſing Friends to a diligent Obſervance 

thereof. PR J eos 
M vc more might be ſaid concerning 

his great Services, and diligent Labours 


in the Work of the Goſpel for many 
Years, both in Great-Britain, Ireland, and 
America, which is ſo well known to many, 


that we need not enlarge thereon. _ 
Ap now, tho' this our dear Friend 
be removed from us, which is cauſe of 
Sorrow, confidering the Church's great

| the LORD made us cry aloud to turn 
3 People from all vain Worſhips, to the 
Living GOD, that is a Holy Spirit; and 
| the precious Life of Jes vs broke in won- 
| dertully amongſt us, ſo that we felt Draw- 
| ings to viſit other Meetings in the Coun- 
try, wherein the LOR D's Heavenly Power

He was then very cheertul, and lovingl 
ſaid, he remembred that I had ſaid in 
DozlIN, I would go between the Met 
and North, which now, ſaid he, I lee is 
true, for we go even as thou then ſaid; at 
which I was truly thankful to the LORD, 
who never fails to be Gracious, and his 
bleſſed Word is Infallible- For then I 
(like Samuel knew it was the Word of 
the LORD that called me into his Work 
and Service, and ſhewed me theſe Things 
before I went from home: We came cheer- 
fully on our Way, until we got to Le- 
hinche, and thence to the Moate, where _

rude manner, took out my Companion : 


Ihen the Word of the LORD came 
mightily upon me, and I was made bold to 
| ſtand up and preach the Everlaſting Goſpel 

amongſt them all ; the Holy Power of the 


LORD came mightily over the Hearts of 
Friends, and even the Oppoſers were 


made quiet a conſiderable Time; but af- 


ter I had ſtood about an hour, they came 
and pulled me to the Door; I asked for

the LORD GOD of Daniel in his Holy 
Spirit, according to the Inſtitution of our 


blefled LORD and SAVIOUR, above 
Sixteen Hundred Years ago; and that in 


this glorious Goſpel- Lime, we are to be 


very Diligent and Faithful to the LORD, 


to keep up our Religious Meetings, even in 
Stormy Times of Perſecution, referring to 
that of Daniel, who was Bleſſed of the 
LORD for his Faithfulneſs; boldly de- 


_ claring and affirming, that the LORD, 


whom we ſerve in the Goſpel of his So x, 


will Reward all his faithful Children and 
People, inftancing many Proots out of the 


Holy Scriptures. The aforeſaid Informer,

heard the like, let them alone; ſo went 


away, and our Meeting ended in Prayer 
and Thankſgiving to the great LORD

thankful to the LORD, and told my 
dear Companion thereof with great Joy, 
for we being nearly united in true Love, 


could freely open our Minds each to the 


other: He alſo told me, that being un- 
der a Travel of Soul, the LORD had 
ſhewed him that the French Fleet would 
Encompaſs us on both ſides, aud alſo behind,

any more; then James Dickinſon aroſe 
from his Seat, and took me by the hand, 
ſaying, Now I hope the LOR D will deliver 
645, for he had ſeen all fulfilled, which the 
_ LORD had ſhewed before we left Lon- 
don. This was cauſe of great gladneſs to 
me, who had been under a deep Travel 
of Spirit with Faſting and Prayer to the 
LORD, that he who ſmote his Enemies 
in Times paſt with Blindneſs, might pleaſe 
to do ſo now, which the LORD did 
| pleaſe to anſwer, in a Senſe whereof our 
Hearts were truly thankful to him: My 
Faſting, Praying, and inward giving of 
Thanks continued Three Days 
I wo Ships of our Company that eſca- 
ped came up with us, which we were glad 
to ſce; and the Captain of our Veſlel be- 
ing a very kind Man, called to thoſe in 
the other two Ships to come aboard his, | 
and have a Meeting with us; which they 
readily did, and a large and good Meet- 
ing we had, giving Glory to the LOR D's 
Holy Name tor his great Deliverance ; ſo 
failed on our Way rejoicing, continuing

their Hearts into great Tenderneſs ; the

ſtaid above two Months in that Iſland, in 


f all which Time the Schung raged, yet we 


had many large and precious Meetings, to 
which there were great flocking, the Peo- 


ple being very much humbled by the x- 


eſs, and ſeveral received the Truth, and 
joined with Friends: So being clear in our 
Spirits of that Ifland, we parted with 
Friends in great Love and Sweetnels.

 Miniftry for ſeveral Years before: We

A certain Man having a Black Servant 


which he reſpected, called him in and gave 
him a Dram; wherewith he was ſo well 


pleaſed, that upon his going out, he ſaid 


murder the White People, which was diſ- 


to himſelf, My Maſter is a very good Man, | 
great pity to kill my Maſter; and being over- 
heard, ſome made Information thereof to. 
his Maſter; upon which he had him appre- 
hended, and examined before the Gover- 


nour, but denied all; however, they ſent | 


him to Priſon, and ſet a private Watch, | 

to fee if any of the Blacks would come to 

| ſpeak with him, which ſeveral did private- 

ly, and charged him not to confeſs, for a | 

great many Hundreds would come and re- 

cue him out of Priſon, and alſo go 8 
. with 


us: There had * four Pꝛieſt 


with the Maſſacre ; which occaſioned him 
to be brought again before the Governour, 
and then he confeſſed the whole Plot; 


which was, to kill all the white Men, (on 
Sunday Night) and to ſeize the Fort, 
Shipping, Horſes, and Arms; but being 


thus diſcovered, many of the Blacks were 

taken and hung up in Gibbets alive, till

BERIHN & clear of Barbadoes, we went 


from thence to Antego, where we ſtaid ſome 


Time, and had ſeveral large Meetings; 
amongſt the People, the LOR D's Power 
did ſo prevail over them, that ſeveral were 
convinced of the Truth, and afterwards be- 

came faithful Friends: So paſſed thence to 
the Iſland of Mevis; and when near it, 
had a Conſultation, whether to go in on 
the North or South ſide thereof; and by 
the favourable Direction of Divine Provi- 
Adience, for our Preſervation, we went in on 
the South ſide, where we heard that a French 
Privateer that lay on the North fide of the 

Iſland, had taken a Veſſel about the ſame 
Time: We ftaid ſeveral Weeks in that 

| Iſland, and had ſundry good Meetings 
therein, and had good Service for the 
LORD: Many of the Inhabitants had 


been viſited with a mortal Diſtemper, of 
which many were taken away, as they told

| was but one of them living: He was a 
great Drunkard and a Swearer; and when 
the Inhabitants came to our Meetings, and 
was reached by the LO R Ds Power, ſo

told them he would come and Di ute 
with us at our Meeting on the Firſt Day 4 
This being ſpread through the Iiland, 
many of the Inhabitants of great Note 
came to the Meeting, though the Pꝛieſt 


did not come, but went to the Goyernour | 


to inform him againſt us: We had a large 


Meeting, in which the Everlaſting Goſpel | 


was proclaimed amongſt them, and all 
were warned to repent of their Sins, and 
turn to the Light of | ESUS CHRIST! 
Many Hearts were reached ; one that was 


2 Fuſtice of the Peace, confeſſed to the

Nov being clear of this Iſland, our 
Names were put up at a publick Place, as 
the Law required, of our going off the 
Iſland, and Certificates written, and car- 
ried by a Friend to the Governour to be 
ſigned by him; but he would not, for he 
had been much enraged by the Ptieſt, and 
threatned, that he would put us in the 
Fort, and ſee us before we ſhould — *

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So we took Horſes, and went with the 
| Maſter of the Ship, with whom we had 
taken our Paſſage, and went to the Gover- 
nour's Houſe; he appeared very angry 


with us, and ſaid, Ve were Spies come to | 


ſpy out the Strength of the [land : We told 
him, We were no Spies, but true Men; and 
to ſatisfy the Governour, we ſhewed him a 
Paſs that had the Secretary's Seal at it, 
which' we had at our coming out of Eng- 
land; wherein all Governours and Officers 
were commanded to let us paſs : When he 
ſaw the Broad-Seal, his Countenance fell, 
and asked us why we had not ſhewed it 
him before: We replied, Ve had not fhews- 
ed it then but for his Satisfafion, that we 
were not Spies, but true Men; and further 
told him, We came in the Love of GOD to 
 wiſit our Friends, and the Inhabitants of the 
aud. Then he ſigned the Certificate, 
and called for a Bottle of Wine to drink 
with the Captain and us, but we would not 
drink any with him, for we were dceply 
bowed under the Senſe of G O D's Good- 
neſs to us; who had not only drawn us in- 
to his Service, but alſo had made Way for 
us, and wrought our Deliverance : For in 
the Latitude of Bermudas, a Turnado came, 
which is a Guſt of Storm, our Top-Sails 
being a Trip, laid the Veſſel on the one 
fide like a Logg of Wood, and W 


an 
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ſo for ſome Time; in which Time, the 
Glory of the LORD did fo ſhine upon 


us, that the fear of Death was clearly 


taken away, and our Hearts were filled DE 


with the Joy of GO D's Salvation. 


No v being clear of our Service for the 
LORD in America, we took Shipping 
from Mevis homeward, and in about Six 
Weeks Time landed in the Highlands of 


Scotland, and travelled from thence, by

joiced at ſeeing us, * having heard that

| ſtay the ah bay, e, He ſaid, if 
he did not fire a Gun, we might ſtay; and 
a little before the Meeting began, he fired 

a Gun, which gave us warning to haſten 

aboard, although it was much contrary to 
our Freedom, not being clear in our 

Minds to leave the Meeting, ſo we went 
on Board: They ſet ſail, but made little 

Way that Day; and we ſoon perceived 
that as the Maſter of the Ship had endea- 

voured to croſs us, the LORD croſſed 

him, for there aroſe a great Storm that 

Night, which continued ſeveral Days, in 

which Time the Ship Sprung-a-Leak, 

which daunted them; yet taking ſome 
Courage again, they kept to Sea, but the 
Leak encreaſed ſo faſt, that they altered 
their Courſe, and ſtood in again, and with 
ſome Difficulty got to an Anchor in Lyn- 
 haven-Bay, which brought a freſh Engage- 
ment upon us of Thankfulneſs to the 
LORD tor ſo ſignal a Preſervation : Here 
the Maſter concluded to unlade, that he 
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might ſtop the Leak, and told us we might 


go on Shore and ſee our Friends. 


Wr hired a Boat, and failed up the 
River, ſo put to Shore at the Houle of a 
Widow- Woman, a Presbyterian, who re- 
ceived us kindly, and ſaid ſhe had heard 
of us, and that the New Teſtament made 
much for us; and after we had eat and 
drank, we would have paid her, but ſhe 
would take nothing from us; and after ſhe 
had ſhewed us a little on our Way, Wwe 
| parted with her in a friendly manner, and 
| | that Night got to a Friend's Houſe, and 
afterwards amongſt Friends in Virginia. 
My Companion, James Dickinſon, and one 
Robert Jordan, took Boat, and went 
aboard the Ship, and brought off our 
| Things; the Maſter then ſhewed himſelf 
. very reſpectful, and ſaid, if we thought 
fit to come again, we ſhould be very wel- 
com, and if not, we might uſe our Free- 
dom.
